A portion of the Convention tax re- 
maining uncollected, for the payment of 
the unpaid scrip, the Comptroller recom- 
mends the Legislature to make an appro- 
priation, the Convention Tax to be used in 
reimbursing the State as fast as it can be 
colleted. 
MAIMED SOLDIERS. 

The amounts appropriated to furnish ar- 
tificial limbs to indigent and maimed sol- 
diers, by the Acts of March, 1866, and De- 
cember, 1866, amounted in the aggregate 
to $50,000. Of this sum about $18,000 re- 
mains inappropriated.

FOREIGN INSURANCE COMPANIES. 
It appears from the researches of the 
Comptroller that Foreign Insurance Com- 
panies are not required by the Code to pay 
any State tax, hence he recommends the 
passage of a law requiring them to pay a 
license fee before they shall be permitted to 


do business in this State.

BROWN, C. J.—1. While the Courts have 
the power, * it Is their duty when a 
pr case is made, to declare acts of the 
PA at unconatitutional and void, such 
acts are always presumed to be constitu- 
tional, and the authority of the Courts to 
declare them void should be exercised with 
great caution, and never resorted to, but in 
clear and urgent cases. 

2. That provision of the Constitution of 
the United States which denies toa State 
the right to pass any law impairing the 
obligation of contracts, does not interfere 
with the right of a State to pass laws act- 
ing upon the remedy. 

3. There is a plain distinction between 
the obligation of a contract and the remedy 
for its enforcement, and while the Legisia- 
ture may notimpair the obligation of the 
contract, it has the undoubted right to 
change, modify or vary the nature and ex-
